Cl)  The  Plaiiet  Veiius  could  bo  seen  on  a true  bearing  of 
lib  to  125  degrees  from  tiie  Langley  /\Pl>  area.  Also,  Venus  would  be 
visiale  from  Id  to  20  degrees  above  the  iiorizon.  Venus  v/ould  have 
osen  tne  only  planet  or  star  visible  at  tiic  tiiriS  of  tne  sigjiting, 
ajid  would  nave  appeared  as  a bright  continuous  glowing  ligit.

Tne  description  of  tiie  object  was  given  by  Ii-5  Shue  and  E-3  Stompiiakcr 

to  d-5  Conn,  USCG,  who  was  on  duty  at  the  5tii  U,  S.  Coast  Guard  District, 
and  passed  tlie  infonration  to  Captain  Cauley.  Captain  Cauley,  Duty 
Officer,  4500  Mr  Base  hing  Command  Post,  went  to  tne  Langley  Af'B  Control 
Tov;er  to  view  the  object  with  binoculars.  Captain  Cauley  stated  tliat 
tne  object  looked  like  the  "morning  star,"  and  was  certainly  an  astronom- 
ical body.  Tne  investigating  officer,  for  tiiis  report,  believes  the 
ooject  v>'as  tiie  Planet  Venus,  The_  large .. e rror_Jui-tIie,.rppprte d he ig^i t 
above  tlie  iiorizon  was  probably  because  no  iiieasuring  instruments  we'ie 
used.
